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Eternal! God, and King of ” ay 
( who makeſt all things ; and prepa- 
reſt them-fox the glorifying of thine 
f."Qme narhe. ): prepare” our hearts to, 
« pray umtothee, and cauſe thineeare 
to heare v us. We humbly thanke thee (- Oh hea- 
venly Father ) for all ſpiricuall bleſhogs where-, 
with thog haſt bleſſed us,'in heavenly things; and, 
we alfo thanke thy Majeſty, for thy liberal bleſ- 
ſings wherewith thou haſt prevented us inearthly 
things ;and that thou art become our moſt mer- 
cifull God, 2nd loving father inthy. belqved Son 
Jeſus Chriſt ppr-Lord ; 'We prayle thy. name al- 
ſo,forall themeancs of ſalvation, which thou haſt 
vouchſafed us; andthe free paſſage of thy Word 
amongſt us:We'bleſſe thee likewiſe, forour Roy- 
all King,andQueene,with their hopefull Proges- 
nie; And for that: Honourabte Aalembly i in the 
high Court of Barliament, now-(at this time ) by 
thy gracious proyidence aſſembled; wee humbly. 
beleech thee;.(.O. aux God )to Gaple our gracious 
King to rejayee in thy Krepgth, agd to be gladin 
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and (as a bleffing)let him rale over us al his dayes, 
and make him glad. with the joy of thy counte- 
nance, andas thou (.O mercifull Protector ) haſt 
been pleaſed to worke in his Royall heart,thecal- 
ling of that long deſired Parliament : ſo deare fa. 
ther grant, that it may neverenter into his Maje- 
ſties breſt to diflolve the ſame, untill they have 
_ confirmed the puritie of Religion, the glory of 
the King,and the peace of the Church and Com- 
mon-Wealth. We confefſe,( O Lord ) our Land 
is full of finne, and we have much offended thee : 
But Lord thou artfull ofmercy,we hayecall tranſ- 
preſſed exceedingly : Bur oh our God,let not thy 
Name looſe that great glory, northy Church 
that great benefite, which ( through thy mercy) 
may now, by the continuance of that high and 
Honourable Aſſembly ( thy grace continuing a- 
mongſt them ) be greatly increaſed : And bleſſed 
Lord, give them wee beſeech thee, thy bleſſed 
ſpirit,codire& them in all their proceedings ;and 
vive them favour in the Kings eyes , that thou 
mayeſt both reveale to them thy Will, and alſo 
cauſe the Kings Majeſty to delight to ſee the 
ſame performed, oh thou thatart the giver of all 
good things, give unto our Royall King, ſuch a- 
bundance of wiſedome, whereby ( O Lord) Hee 
may diſcerne thy faithfull Saints, and His true- 
hearted Subjects from Idolaters, from thine and 
his enemies; from Achitophells,and all Treache- 
rous Counſells,and Counſellors: O deare Father, 
tet not the malice of the devill, with all his in- 
ſtruments,beever able to raiſe up ſuch diviſions, 

calumnies, 
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calumnies,and miſchiefes amongſt us,as may any 
wayes hinder the happy rome of that Ho- 
nourable afſembly. And Lord, we beſeech thee, 
that all ſuch who any way goe about, to hinder 
the propagation of the Goſpell, the honour and * 
Happinefle of the King, or peace of the Church 
and Kingdame , Lord grant that the Counſells of 
all ſuch amongſt us may be had inno eſteeme,bur - 
rurned into fooliſhneſle, and let their wicked de- 
viſes fall upon their own pates:But bleſſe O Lord, 
thy faithfull ones, and let the congregation of 
thy Saints be had ineſteeme, oh be favourable to 
thy Church here in Zzgland, and build upthe 
Walls of this thy Ieruſalem, grave her upon the 
Palmes of thy hands, and let her Builders proſ- 
per, but cauſe her deſtroyers, and ſuchas would 
lay her waſt to be caſt out of her : O deare father, . 
heare us wee beſeech rhee, and have mercy upon 
us, O be not deafe towardsus ; leſt if thou anſwer 
us not graciouſly, wee periſh everlaſtingly : And 
give us faithro rely on thee continually, renew 
thy Image in us, give us the true knowledge of 
thee, I us with Holinefle before thee , and 
righreouſnefle one rowards another, give us Re- 
pentance for our fins paſt, and grace to walke be- 
tore thee in the fulneſle of thy Spirir,for the time 
to come, give us grace and peace in this life, & in 
the life ro come Eternall glory, through Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord : To whom with thee O Father, 
and the holy Ghoſt, be all honour and glory,now 
and for ever, CAmen. 
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
